den will be greatly reduced if spec­ 
ial attention 
is given to th e th or­ 
ough preparation of th e soil 
before 
any seeds are planted. 
In 
spading 
th e land it‘sh ould be turned over in 
small slices ami th orough ly pulver­ 
ized with th e edge of th e spade. Xo 
amount of raking of th e surface will 
result in pulverizing th e lower strata 
of soil unless th is is done as it is 
turned over. 
In soils th at are easy 
to h andle, a 4 -tine spading fork is 
to h e preferred to an ordinary spade 
because it breakes up th e soil and 
pulverizes it to better advantage. 
Th e h ome gardeners 
of England 
take great pains in th e preparation 
of th eir garden soils, even going to 
th e extent of th rowing th e surface 
soil to one 
side 
and th en spading 
manure into th e subsoil to a depth 
o*f 14 or lb inch es. 
After th e sub­ 
soil is so treated, tin* surface soil 
is replaced and great quantities 
of 
decayed manure mixed with it. Th is 
process is known 
as “trench ing,’’ 
and h as th e effect 
of carrying th e 
crops th rough th e drouth period in 
much better manner th an wh ere th e 
.-oil is not broken so deeply.

OBSTACLES MET BY AGENTS 


Extension Worker* ExerciM Patience 


and Tact in Overcoming Much 


Resistance. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


In boys' and girls' club work preju- 


dice and preconceived opinion, founded 
on lack of knowledge or misrepresenta- 
tion, are two obstacles tliat county 
agents and demonstrators meet every 
day. 
To surmount them' is not the 


easiest task; to convert opposition 
into licarty support is an achievement 
calling for unusual patience and tnct. 
That both of these virtues are pos- 
sessed in large measure by a majority 
of the extension workers way be ad- 
duced from the reports constantly com- 
ing to that bureau. 


A farmer in Maryland had no use 


for "book farming." Pe upbraided his 
son, n member of a boys' club, for fol- 
lowing the agent's instructions in seed- 
corn selection. He called the test for 
100 per cent germination "foolishness," 
and walked off in utter disgust. The 
(KIJ-, encouraged by his Instructor, kept 
:it it, demonstrated the proposition, 
grow the selected seed, and got a typi- 
cal high-grade crop, a'decided contrast 
to dad's. Tiiat settled it. The "fool- 
ishness" turned out to be "a good 
idea." 
The farmer has become an 


enthusiast. 


At the very outset a woman demon- 


strator in a northern county of Texas 
was opposed by the parents of a bright 
village girl, anxious to become a mem- 
ber of a boys and girls' club.

They have different Ideas today. Not 
only do they grow the right crops, fag 
also they take pride In the appearance 
of their fields-Bud buildings. There Is 
a friendly rivalry among them now, 
and the one-time Intruding agent Is be- 
sought to set them right In alt tneir 
problems. 


Thus opposition can be overcome to- 


day more than ever through the proper 
approach, the stlck-to-it attitude, ami 
the tact of the county and field agents 
'and demonstrators of the extension 
service.

F. In the letter under the date of 
Foil). '24 he gives a 'brief summary of 
his travels. A part of the letter is 
given herewith: 


"We certainly have 
had a fine 


winter and I am glad to know that 
all of you are in good health. 1 am 
feeling fine, since I feel that definite 
peace is near at hand. The follow- 
ing are the names of the 
different 


towns in which -we have been since 
leaving the 'States. We loaded on the 
boat at Xew York on the 13th. of 
.August and sailed on the 14th., ar- 
riving ,-vt 'Brest on the 2.">th. where we 
stayed three days.

to 


Brest the next morning. We loaded

den will lie greatly reduced if spep- 
ial attention is given to the thor- 
ough preparation of the soil before 
any seeds are planted. In spading 
the kind it'should l>e tumed over in 
small slice* and thoroughly pulver- 
ized with ,the edge of the spade. "Xo 
amount of raking of the surface will 
result in pulverizing the lower strata 
of soil unless thifi is done as it is 
turned over. In soils that are easy 
to handle, a 4-tuie spading fork is 
lo ibe preferred to an ordinary spade 
because it lireakes up the soil and 
pulverizes it to better advantage. 


The home gardeners 
of England 


take great pains in the preparation 
of their garden soils, even going to 
the extent of throwing the surface 
soil to one side and 'then spading 
manure anto the subsoil to a depth 
df 14 or 1C inches. 'After 'the su%- 
soil is so treated, the surface soil 
is replaced and great quantities of 
decayed manure mixed with it: This 
process is 'known 
as "trenching,'' 


and has .the effect 
of carrying-the 


crops through the drouth period in 
much better manner than where the 
goil is not 'broken so deeply.

The repub- 
lic's name for them is defense, and 
thv are placed under charge of Gus- 
tav Noske, much trusted by the Gov- 
ernment for his proiupfc action 
in 


emergencies, and much hated by the 
Spartacans for his relentless op- 
position -when disorders breafc out. 


Noslce's appointment as head of 


the navy^ as well as the army, was 
regarded 
none too seriously, 
by 


Xoske himself at least. When asked 
by a newspaperman what he expec- 
ted to do about the naval affairs of 
Germany in 
the 
fujrure, 
Xoske 


laughed and replied, "Why worry 
a1>out naval affairs, when we have- 
n't any navy." 


There are still 
.sailors 
in big 


numbers in Germany, however, and 
they have been a problem. (During 
the revolution the sailor* .played an 
important part, and most 
oC them 


developed such a liking to land duly 
in Berlin and other 'big cities that 
they have refused to leave for Kiel 
or any of the harbors. Now the sail- 
ors are ii.sed in the guard regiments 
all over Germany, along with sol- 
diers. 


The German army is in proe-ass of 


reorganization. 
Immediately 
after 


the armistice, the army almost dis- 
appeared as an organized unit, and 
though there were millions of men 
in uniform scattered all 
over the 


land, none was responsible to any- 
one, and officers were not even safe 
in uniform. In localities the sold- 
iers joined "red guard" groups,:and 
.some served and 
others misused 


their privileges. 
Thus the army as 


it was known in •the o^d days prac- 
tically vanished, except for a few 
divisions under Ifjiidenburg, camped 
behind the Rhine,' and 
the troops 


along the -Polish border. 


'Now the only army of the 
field 


that 'Germany has is in the east to 
guard against the Poles. *lt is com- 
manded liy 'Hindenburg and is sup- 
posed to be not more than sixty or 
seventy thousand men, if it numbers 
that many. However,' 
Government 


troops are scattered over the coun- 
try in every big city and in indus- 
trial 'centers to.guard against dirt- 
orders. 
The big problem is keeping 


these troops faithful 
and satisfied, 


when Spartacan 
propaganda 
and 


money is at large. Under Xoske and 
the minister of war, Colonel 
Rein- 


hard, though the morale and -disci- 
pline of the Government troops have 
improved 
tremendously 
until 
a 


great part of the former 
efficiency 


is restored. 


Germany's .army is in a transitory 


state. What it will become depends 
upon, the peace terms, the Germans 
recognize.
